Through the arrangements of 
Tom Johnson of the local Edison 
company and John Bruce of the 
new Redondo plant, the Engineers 
and the Physics students will be 
able to see the plant while it is 
under construction. One ‘unit of 
the electrical producing plant is 
in operation but other units have 
yet to be completed. The college 
group will see giant turbines, gene- 
rators and vast switchboard 
panels under actual construction 
and installation. 

The group of 25. students, 
which is the limit allowed for this 
type of field trip, will be accom- 
panied by advisers to the En- 
gineers C. Norman Hicks and 
Thomas C. Van Osdall. H. O. Rus- 
sell, Director of the college, is al- 
so expected to attend the excur- 
sion. 

This plant is being built by the 
Edison company as an addition to 
their already vast equipment here 
in Southern California. Besides 
the Long Beach steam generating 
unit on Terminal Island, the Edi- 
son company has a number of hy- 
dro-electric plants in the High: 
Sierras. The additional generating 
unit being built in Redondo is to 
produce electricity for the expan- 
sion ,and planned enlargement, 
here in Southern California.

\\ Now that the election is over there is a lull in political 
activity on a national scale. That is concrete activity. But 
the columnists who were wrong, which means 99.44 per 
cent, are still trying to figure out why the mustache from 
Albany suffered his second national defeat. Some of the 
columnists are claiming that labor did the trick, while 
others favor the farmer or the housewife, or the people 


who did not vote. 


In any case the labor moguls are going on the as- 
sumption that the typewriter pushers who claim the vic- 
tory for labor are 100 per cent right. They have begun 
to assert themselves more than ever before. 

These people openly boast that they will hold the 
balance of power in congress and will be able to repeal 
that “slave labor law,” the Taft-Hartley Act, as soon 
as congress convenes in January. According to them the 
people have told them to write their own ticket. 

If these misguided individuals would only realize it, 
the truth is since the election 55 senators who voted for 
the Taft-Hartley bill and a sure majority in the House of 
Representatives who also supported this act will again 
reside in Washington. The people have so willed it. 

So just how the labor leaders are going to force a 
congress that enacted the law to reverse itself and repeal 
it is the second mystery of the year. 

Maurice Tobin, Secretary of Labor, has stated in a 
speech before a labor group, that the Taft-Hartley law 


will be modified or the law 


will be repealed and a new 


version drawn up by congress. This might sound like par- 
roting one of the labor bigwigs. But the Secretary goes on 
to say that in no case will the Taft-Hartley law be re- 
pealed until a substitute law that will win the approval 
of the Taft-Hartley minded congress, and the Labor office, 


can be introduced. 


Therefore we can assume that the people of these 
United States have won another battle on the national 
political scene and their mandates will be obeyed.—M.D. 


Scientists Discover Chemical 


That Increases Ability To Think 


Students, your gray matter can 
have new life injected into _ it, 
Columbia University scientists 
have discovered recently. Science 
has claimed in the past that no 
matter how hard you pumped your 
head full of knowledge it would 
not make you more intelligent. No 
matter how you crammed in the 
facts and figures the scientists said 
that it wouldn’t boost brain power. 

Now modern scientists have not 
only discarded the old beliefs, but 
have come up with a red-hot dis- 
covery—a chemical called glu- 
tamic acid. The drug was recently 
isolated and collected into concen- 
trated form where it coul dbe 
tested. Results of the tests elec- 
trified the scientific world and set 
it agog. 

Intelligence Improves 

White rats were tested by turn- 
ing them loose in a maze. Ones 
which had been given the glu- 
tamic acid got through in 180 
seconds while the others strug- 
gled for 553 seconds. 

Humans were next to be tested 
with the new wonder chemical. A 


group of 69 children were chosen 
whose intelligence records had 
been well kept. They took glutamic 


acid fer six months and were given 
new IQ tests. A rise in intelli- 
gence and clearity of mind was 
averaged at 40 per cent. 


New Chemical Speeds Brain 
Processes 
The processes of the brain are 
speeded up in their chemical 
action. Being made up of over 20 
billion individual cells, the pro- 
cesses of thought are simply con- 
nections among different cells, the 
number of cells depending on how 
complicated the thought is. Vitally 
figuring into these processes is 
acetylocholine and glutamic acid 
increases the amount of acteylo- 
choline in the brain. 


Scientists will have to do quite 
a bit of experimenting before stu- 
dents will be able to to stop at 
the drug store to buy a month’s 
supply of brain pills. However, 
peas, peanuts, eggs, and coconuts 
contain small amounts of glutamic 
acid.
